Lge (a! Iter the Sun his enfring inte Libra about 
Pua) the tivelfth of September , then prepare 
uy pour ground readie fo fet pour Carrets, fo2 
Hf 4,| feede, make choice of the fairett Carrets and 
ey p| beil,yelloty colours, fothe numberas you 
twill fet your beds,being made ready before 
you fake bp p Carrets, eucry bed being a pardand a quarz 
fer beoad: then fet pour carretsin tivo rowwes, one rolwe or 
either fide the bed, fire 02 feauen inches from the edae of the 
bed, and full thee quarters of a pard one from another. 
Shen haue you nothing to doe with them wnttll about 
fhe latkof Apaill , at tobich time they twill bee arotone a- 
bout a pardinbeiaht : then youbhaue necde fo take care of 
them,fo2thetwinde till eafily baeake them by the ground;

much Cabadge feedesto foine and fo fell ; then pour bell 
Wwap is fo prouide fome place in the Garden twhere the thaz 
dotw of them may Doe leatt harme fo ofber (eedes 02 frutts. 
Shen peepare the ground in narrow beds and fake bp the 
Cabadge rootes with as much earth at the coote as you 
ran in the ney of fhe Moone in Deober ; and place them 
one row ina bed aloft a pard a funder, and then another 
rotv in an ofber bed liketwile : fo that every roty o2 euerp 
roote be almoff a yard one from anotber,and then let them 
ffand bntill thep be groiwen almoft a pard hiah, then befet 
the beaunches twith rifes and gird the boaunches ¢ rifes, 
With a tring of packe theed o2 fuch like, o2els the 
weight of the beaunches and the lwinde {will beeake 
them to the lofie of the feedes : and when the fcedes doc 
beginne fo bee ripe, then take heede to them, fo2 the birds 
called the Bull Finch {will raha them fodainely, oniefle 
yeu 
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pou do pouide to faue the fades with nettes fo be fet thers 
on fund2y tates as feemeth pou beft fo Doo : and fohen 
pour Cabadge Seedes bee ripe, cut them and dep them, 
cleanfe them and keepethem bnfill the bett times te 
folucthent: of twhich times J toll make mention at 
larac,as heeveafter folloiveth in oder.

fider boty many thoufands are ypeerelp decetued in this 
manner by thent, andalfo confider hotwe many thoufand 
poundes are robbed peerelp fromthe common twealth by 
thofe Catterpillers ; ¥ doe bndoubtedly perfivade my 
felfeif atrue accompt might bee had thereof, thofe that 
bor luullingly deceiue others by falfe fades , doe robbe the 
common ituealth of a greater fume then all other the 
robbing theeues of this whole land doe by much and moe 
Wwozthte in confcience to be erecuted as the moft noto2ious 
thenesin thisland, (one other peofetfion of people ercep- 
ted.
